Frost-Proof  Cabbage  Plants 

We  Ship  Cabbage,  Onion  and  Collard  Plants  from  October  1  to  May  15. 

EARLY  JERSEY  WAKEFIELD:  This  is  the  earliest  pointed  cabbage  grown. 

LARGE  CHARLESTON  WAKEFIELD:  Similar  to  Early  Jersey  Wakefield, 
but  two  weeks  later  in  maturing  and  worth  twice  as  much. 

ALL  HEAD  EARLY :  Well  named,  early,  flat,  large,  reliable. 

EARLY  FLAT  DUTCH:  Resemble  Late  Flat  Dutch,  except  it  is  an  early' 
Cabbage,  and  not  as  heavy. 

HENDERSON  SUCCESSION :  Medium  to.  large  size,  solid,  and  a  reliable 
header.  A  good  second  early  Cabbage  of  the  round  head  type. 

LATE  FLAT  DUTCH:  Produces  a  large  solid  head,  and  is  a  splendid  keeper. 

COPENHAGEN  MARKET :  This  is  an  early  round  headed  variety  maturing 
approximately  with  the  Wakefield,  but  is  of  larger  size,  weighing  from  five  to  eight 
pounds  each,  and  is  the  favorite  of  the  northern  gardener. 

GOLDEN  ACRE:  Resembles  Copenhagen  Market,  but  earlier  and  of  smaller 

size.

PRITCHARD  OR  SCARLET  TOPPER;  Certified  and  wilt'resisting.  Fruit 
‘r  matures  very  early.  Large,  smooth,  meaty,  globular  in  shape  and  ripen  uniformly 

to  a  very  deep  attractive  red  color,  both  exterior  and  interior.  This  variety  is  an 
enormous  producer,  and  therefore  requires  rich  or  liberally  fertilized  moist  soil. 

'  BONNY  BEST :  This  is  one  of  the  best  scarlet  tomatoes  now  in  use.  It  matures 

very  early.  It  is  very  prolific,  and  we  recommend  it  as  a  first  class  tomato  to  market 
gardeners. 

FLORIDA  SPECIAL:  This  is  a  large,  almost  globe  shaped  tomato,  of  a  beau¬ 
tiful  red  color,  fine  flavored,  firm,  solid,  and  very  prolific.  Is  a  most  excellent  shipper, 
also  fine  for  canning. 

CLARK'S  EARLY :  A  medium  early  variety.  Very  good  for  green  wrapping 
;ind  shipping.  Fruits  medium  large,  globe  shaped,  bright  scarlet,  smooth,  solid  with 
walls.  Desirable  also  for  slicing  and  canning. 

MARGLOBE  (Wilt  Resisting) :  A  scarlet  fruited  variety.  Originated  by  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  for  wilt  resisting.  It  is  claimed  to  be  also  resistant 
to  nail-head  rust,  which  attacks  tomato  fruits.  Fruits  are  of  medium  size,  smooth,  solid, 
j  and  deep  from  stem  to  blossom  ends. 

^  GREATER  BALTIMORE:  A  main  crop — a  productive  red  fruited  variety. 

It  is  known  as  the  best  canning  tomato.  We  grow  large  quantities  of  this  variety 
for  canning  factories. 

RUTGERS:  Produces  a  large  plant  with  an  abundance  of  foliage  to  protect  the 
fruit  from  sunscald.  The  fruits  are  medium  to  large,  similar  in  shape  to  Marglobe, 
but  more  flattened  at  the  end  of  stem.  The  seed  cavity  is  small,  the  color  is  fine  red, 
which  extends  clear  through.  Unsurpassed  for  market,  canning  or  juicing.  Second 
X  early  in  maturity. 

BRIMMER:  Large  snKxith  Pink  Tomato,  solid  with  very  little  core.

SUPREME  MARGLOBE:  This  strain  shows  a  vast  improvement  over  the 
original  Marglobe  in  size  and  uniformity  in  fruits.  We  recommend  it  without  re^serva- 
tion  as  the  finest  stock  of  this  variety  of  tomato. 

CERTIFIED  PONDEROSA:  One  of  the  best  for  home  use.  Fruits  deep  purp¬ 
lish  pink,  extremely  large,  very  fleshy  with  few  seeds.

BLACK  BEAUTY :  A  reliable  variety  for  early  market  and  home  use.

Pepper  Plants 

ASGROW  (Sweet) :  Standard  for  home,  market,  garden  and  shipping.  Fruits 
4  1-2  to  5  inches  long,  2  1-2  inches  through;  slightly  tapered. 

RUBY  GIANT  or  WORLD  BEATER:  A  very  valuable  sweet  pepper.  Large 
and  mild. 

CALIFORNIA  WONDER:  Thickness  of  flesh  alone,  which  is  often  3-8  of 
an  inch  places  this  sv.’eet  pepper  above  all  others.  It  is  crisp  and  juicy.  Vigorous 
growing  plaivts  bear  a  heavy  yield  of  blocky  fruits  that  become  as  much  as  5  inches 
long  and  4  inches  wide.  They  are  unusually  good  for  serving  whole. 

PIMENTO:  Thickest  flesh  of  all  peppers.  The  solid  meat  is  always  sweet. 
The  skin  is  perfeetly  smooth  without  any  ridges.  Grows  3  to  3  1-2  inches  in  length 
and  measures  2  to  3  inches  across  stem  end. 

RED  CAYENNE:  A  hot  pepper.  Grows  3  to  4  inches  in  length.  This  variety 
is  a  heavy  yielder. 

HUNGARIAN  YELLOW  WAX:  Fruits  are  6-7  inches  long,  2  inches  thick, 
tapered  and  smooth.  Highly  suited  for  pickling  whole.
